On Municipal: 
Ownership. 


(Calgary Herald) 
Some interesting views on munici- 
pal ownership and the operation of 
public utilities expressed by Milo 
R. Maltbie, one of a committee sent 
to Great Britain last year by the Na- 
tional Civic Federation of the United 
States, to observe and report on the 
question as presented in that coun- 
try. The reports of the members of 
the committee ‘differ as to the advisa- 
bility of municipal ownership, but 
Mr. Maltbie strikes a note not usual- 
ly touched in such discussions, 

According to the press despatches, 
Mr. Maltbie says that ‘‘actual owner- 
ship and operation are not necessary 
for the success of the municipal ow- 
nership idea.’’ He says the power to 
operate, in case of necessity in niany 
instances has been as effective as the 
actual operation, and that che mere 
fact that the city has the power to 
step in and operate an undertaking 
often makes the exercise of this pow- 
er unnecessary. 

“Tt has been found in Great Britalin 
that no system of control or regula» 
tion is complete without power in the 
hands of the municipalities to pur- 
chase and operate,’’ says Mr. Malt- 
bie. 

This is a sane and practical, view of 

problem concerning which 
much flimsy rnetoric is 
frequently printed. Experience 
has shown that no municipality, ex- 
cept by accident will ever frame an 
agreement with a private corporation 
for the use of its public franchises | 
that will not work out to the detri- 
ment of the municipality as compar- 
ed with the corporation—unless the 
former retains the right: to purchase 
and operate the franchise. 

Experience has also frequently} 
shown that the existence of this right 
permits the leasing of such franchises 
(not including water) to private com- 
panies without danger of disadvan- 
tage, and that the moral influence of 
the existence of such a right is suffi- | 
cient to keep the private corporation | 
in a moderate and amicable frame of 
mind. To this is to be added the 
advantage of not using the city’s cre- 
dit for financing such ventures, thus 
leaving it free for the more vital ne-| 
cessities of civic expansion and im- | 
provement. f 

It is such a policy as this that The 
Herald has advocated in connection 
with civic telephones, and that will

SOLID STITCHERY AND LACE, 


A Blending of English Embroidery and 
Hedebo Work That Is Wonderfully 
Attractive — Centerpieces Not Much 
Used Nowadays. 


There is a charm about openwork 
effects in needlework that from the 
very earliest times has appealed strong- 
fy to all votaries of the craft. 

The revival of English embroidery 
has been one of the most successful 
renderings of the fancy for a jour 
effects at the hands of the embroider- 
ess of today. Another is the so called 
hedebo work, in which drawn thread 
plays its patt in conjunction with more 
or less solid stitchery and fillings of 
which may be endlessly 
varied according to the taste and skill

of the worker. A blending of English 
embroidery and hedebo work in the 
most happy manner is exemplified in 
one of the illustrations, a nightdress 
sachet of fine white linen, in which 
part of the design consists of drawn 
threads buttonholed over and worked 
with point d’esprit alternating with 
frillings of lace “cobwebs” and other 
stitches carried out in white flax 
thread or D, M, C, cotton. A pleasant 
variety is given by the introduction of 
leat sprays overcast in the usual man- 
ner by working English embroidery. 
The idea may be developed and adapt- 
ed in a host of attractive ways and 
would work out charmingly for linen 
blouses, ends of sideboard cloths, the 
turnover of sheets, pillowslips, tea 
cloths, and so on.
